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PREAMBLE 


This Temple shall be governed by, first, the 
Constitution, Statutes and Regulations of the 
Imperial Council of the Ancient Arabic Order of 
the Nobles of the Mystic Shrine of North 
America; and, second, by the following by-laws: 


BY-LAWS 


ARTICLE I. 
NAME. 


SECTION I. Name and style of this Temple is 
Cyprus Temple of the Ancient Arabic Order of 
Nobles of the Mystic Shrine, at Albany, New 
York, 

SESSIONS. 


Sec. 2. The Annual Session of this Temple, at 
which elective officers and representatives to the 
Imperial Council will be elected, shall be at the 
regular yearly session in December of each year. 
The installation of officers elected at such meet- 
ing will take place immediately, or at the first 
succeeding session. 


_ 
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Sec. 3. Stated sessions of this Temple shall be 
held subject to the call of the Illustrious Poten- 
tate; but upon the written request of twenty 
(20) members, the Illustrious Potentate shall call 
a session. 

HOUR OF MEETING. 

Sec. 4. The hour of sessions shall be 7:30 
o'clock P. M., unless otherwise ordered. 

Sec. 5. No session shall be held at any time 
unless the members shall have been previously 
notified either through the mail or by publica- 
tion in one or more daily newspapers. 


QUORUM. 


Sec. 6. Twenty (20) members, including the 
Illustrious Potentate, or his legal representative, 
shall constitute a quorum for the transaction of 
business. 


ARTICLE II. 
OFFICERS. 
SEcTION 1. The titles of the officers of this 
Temple shall be as follows: 


1. Illustrious Potentate. 
2. Chief Rabban. 
3. Assistant Rabban. 
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5. Oriental Guide. 

6. Treasurer. 

7. Recorder. 

8. First Ceremonial Master. 
g. Second Ceremonial Master. 
to. Director. 

11. Marshal. 

12. Captain of the Guard. 

13. Outer Guard. 

And such other officers as the Illustrious Po- 
tentate may appoint. The first ‘seven (7) officers 
shall be elected annually by ballot, and also a 
Representative in the Masonic Hall Association 
whenever a vacancy may occur, and a majority 
of the whole number of votes cast shall be neces- 
sary for a choice. The remaining officers shall 
be appointed by the Illustrious Potentate.

ARTICLE III. 
DUTIES OF OFFICERS, 

Section 1. The duties of the Illustrious Po- 
tentate, Chief Rabban and Assistant Rabban 
shall be such as are prescribed in the Statutes 
and Regulations of the Imperial Council and as 
appertain to their respective stations. 
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Sec. 2. The duties of the Treasurer shall be 
to receive all moneys collected by the Recorder, 
and-give the Recorder receipts for the same; de- 
posit all moneys received in a bank; keep a just 
and accurate account of the same; pay it out on 
orders of the Temple, duly passed and ordered 
drawn at a session thereof and attested by the 
Illustrious Potentate and Recorder, or by and 
with the approval of the Council Officers or a 
majority thereof. 

Sec. 3. At the annual session of the Temple 
for the election of officers, and oftener if required 
by the Temple, the Treasurer shall present to the 
Temple a just, true, and accurate account of all 
his receipts and expenditures during the year, in 
detail, and at the expiration of his term of office, 
or sooner termination thereof, shall within ten 
days deliver to his successor in office all books, 
papers, money and property of the Temple in his 
possession. t 


SEc. 4. The duties of the Recorder shall be 


to keep a faithful record of all the proceedings of 
the Temple, collect and receive all moneys due 
to the Temple, pay the same to the Treasurer 
and take his receipt therefor; keep a register oF 
the members of the Temple; make out and 
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transmit all necessary and proper returns to the 
Imperial Recorder, affixing the seal of the Tem- 
ple thereto; issue all necessary and proper sum- 
monses and notices; keep just and true accounts 
between the members of the Temple; furnish 
the Committee on Finance with all books and 
papers and necessary assistance for the proper 
discharge of their duty; and at the expiration 
or sooner termination of his office, deliver all 
books, papers, vouchers and property in his 
possession belonging to the Temple to his suc- 
cessor in office within ten (10) days after the 
installation of his successor in office. 

Sec. 5. At the annual session of the Temple 
for the election of officers, and oftener if required 
by the Temple, the Recorder shall present to the 
Temple a just, true and accurate account of all 
moneys received by him and paid to the Treasu- 
rer, the membership of the Temple, the changes 
in membership during the year with the cause of 
such changes, and such other facts as he shall 
deem proper and of interest and benefit to the 
Temple; and for his services he shall receive as 
compensation, yearly, a sum equal to twenty-five 
(25) cents per capita on each member at the time 
of the annval session. 
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Sec. 6. The duties of the other officers shall 
be to perform such as appertain to their respect- 
ive stations, and such as shall be assigned to them 
by the Temple or the Illustrious Potentate. 


ARMICEB IV? 
COUNCIL OFFICERS, 

SECTION 1. The Illustrious Potentate, Chief 
Rabban and Assistant Rabban shall constitute 
the council officers, and no debt or expense shall 
be contracted or incurred by or in the name of 
the Temple without the approval of the council 
officers, or a majority thereof, unless ordered by 
the Temple. 

FINANCE COMMITTEE. 

Sec. 2. At the stated session of the Temple 
next succeeding the annual session for the elec- 
tion of officers, or sooner if deemed necessary, 
the Illustrious Potentate shall appoint a Commit- 
tee of Finance, consisting of three (3) members 
of the Temple. It shall be the duty of this com- 
mittee to audit alt accounts referred to them and 
report to the Temple; to examine and balance 
the books and reports of the Treasurer and Re- 
corder, and make full and correct reports of the 
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funds and conditions of the Temple at the annual 
session for the election of officers, or at the ses- 
sion at which the officers-elect are installed, and 
as much oftener as required by the Temple. 

Sec. 3. All committees shall be appointed by 
the Illustrious Potentate, unless otherwise or- 
dered by the Temple. | 


SARTICLE V. 
PREREQUISITES FOR MEMBERSHIP. 
Section 1. For prerequisites and balloting for 


membership see Constitution of Imperial Council, 
Articles XXIV and XXV., 


HONORARY MEMBERS, 


Sec. 2. For honorary membership see Consti- 
tution of the Imperial Council, Article XX XI. 


LIFE MEMBERS. 

Sec. 3. All members who have paid annual 
dues for twenty-one (21) years (except such as 
are now enrolled as such) shall be enrolled as 
life members, and, upon application, be furnished 
with a suitable certificate, and thereafter be ex- 
empt from annual dues, provided, that any mem- 
ber may at any time, in lieu of payment of twenty- 
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one (21) years annual dues, pay: the sum of fifty 
dollars at one time, which shall entitle him to life 
membership. 


LIFE MEMBERSHIP FUND. 


Sec. 4. All moneys received for life member- 
ships shall be deposited in a bank by the Treasu- 
rer and to be known as the “ Life Membership 
Fund.” No part of the principal or interest of 
this fund shall be expended except upon the vote 
of two-thirds of the members present at a session, 
at least one week’s notice having previously been 


given to each member of the Temple that such 
action was contemplated. 


ARTICLE VI. 
FEES. 


SEcTION 1. The fee for the Order in this 
Temple shall be. thirty dollars, five dollars of 
which shall accompany the application, and the 
remainder paid before the applicant receives the 
Order. If the application is rejected, the fee 
will be returned. 

Sec. 2. The fee for affiliation shall be one dol- 
lar, which must accompany the application. 
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DUES. 


Sec. 3. The annual dues of the members shall 
be three dollars. Dues are not paid in advance, 
but are charged up to members on the 31st day 
of December of each year for the year then just 
closed. 

Sec. 4. No member of this Temple whose 
dues are not paid up to the 31st day of December 
preceding shall be entitled to admission to any 
session of this Temple, evidence of which pay- 
ment shall be the yearly visiting card to be shown 
to the Outer Guard. 


ARTICLE VII. 
DIMITS. 

Section 1. Any member of this Temple 
against whom charges are not pending, whose 
dues and indebtedness to the Temple are fully 
paid shall be entitled to a dimit from the Temple 
upon presenting a written application therefor at 
a session of the Temple. 


SUSPENSIONS. 


Sec. 2. Any member of this Temple who shall 
neglect to pay his dues for two years, shall be no- 
tified by the Recorder to pay said dues, and if 
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‘said member shall neglect or refuse to pay said 
dues for thirty days after being so notified, he 
may, by a majority vote of the members present 
and voting at a stated session of the Temple, be 
declared suspended for non-payment of dues. 
SEc. 3. Any such suspended member may be 
restored to membership by a majority vote of the 
members of the Temple present and voting at a 
stated session, provided he shall have paid the 
amount due at the time of such suspension. 


FORFEITURE OF ELECTION. 

SEc. 4. Any person who has been elected to 
membership in this Temple, and who does not 
present himself at a session to receive the Order 
within one year after such election, shall forfeit 


said election and his application fee. The time, 
however, may be extended by the Temple. 


ARTICLE VIII. 
ORDER OF BUSINESS, 


SECTION 1. The order of business at each 
stated session shall be as follows: 

I. Opening ceremonies. 

2. Reading of minutes for adoption. 

3. Receiving and referring petitions. 
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3alloting. 
Unfinished business. 
. Miscellaneous business. 

7. Work. 

8. Closing ceremonies. 

The order of business may, however, be 
changed or suspended whenever it is for the in- 
terest or benefit of the Temple so to do. 
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VOTING. 


Sec. 2. A majority of votes shall determine 
all questions not already provided for in these 
By-laws or the Statutes of the Imperial Council. 

Sec. 3. In case a vote shall be a tie, the pre- 
siding officer may give the casting vote. 


APPEALS. 


Src. 4. No appeal shall lie to the session from 
the decision of the Illustrious Potentate. 


ARTICLE IX. 
MISCELLANEOUS. 


Secrion 1. All other and former by-laws of 
this Temple are hereby repealed. 

Sec. 2. Any action of the Imperial Council 
which may affect or alter these by-laws in any 
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respect shall be regarded as an amendment to 
them. . 

SEc. 3. These by-laws may be suspended, 
altered, modified or amended only by a vote of 
two-thirds of the members of the Temple present, 
atid voting at a stated session; provided, however, 
that the proposed suspension, alteration, modifi- 
cation or amendment shall have been presented 
in writing to the Temple at a stated session, read 
in open Temple, and entered upon the minutes at 
least one stated session prior to the one at which 
a vote thereon shall be taken.
